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Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement dated June 30, 2006, in which the 
examiner has required restriction to one of the following inventions: 

I. Claims 1-4, 7-15, 18-28, 30, 31 and 34-37, drawn to a suction and 
stimulation apparatus, and 

II. Claims 38-42 and 46, drawn to a method of stimulating and monitoring; 
applicant provisionally elects invention I without traverse for prosecution on the merits. 
Applicant reserves the right to file a divisional application directed to the non-elected 
invention(s). 

In addition to the Restriction Requirement, the June 30, 2006 Office Action included 
an enquiry concerning the claimed "connector." The Examiner's attention is directed to 
Figures 8-15 and to the specification at, for example, page 12, lines 20-31. Applicant also 
respectfully submits that there is nothing even remotely ambiguous about the phrase "a 
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connector ... configured to secure at least a portion of the electrophysiology device to the 
main body adjacent to the suction region." 

Early and favorable consideration of the elected invention are respectfully 
requested. Allowance of the claims at an early date is courteously solicited. If for any
